from the corners *. Cut a double piece according to each, and face the lower edges two 

inches deep with a strip of the cloth. Slope the top of the front and the upper corners 

of the back as indicated. Take up the darts at the top of the front on each side, and pleat up x on @ along the side 
edges. Turn the back to bring the wrong side on the outside; sew up the edge from 1 to 2, the two points marked 1 
meeting ; this will form the corners shown in Fig. 2 on the first page. Pleat the points x on @°, and bring the points x° 
together in a cluster of pleats. Gather the top from 3 to the slit closely and thickly; bring up the lower corners on the 
outside, and.sew the cluster of pleats marked ° to the slit. Arrange the draperies on the skirt, letting 3 of the back 
meet 3 of the front, sew the sey sides of the front to the skirt, and sew the top to the skirt band. Tack the back 
upon the front at the sides, and tack the folds upon the skirt wherever it may be needed. The pattern of the basque is 
given in Figs, 8-10; join on the piece turned down on Fig. 10. Cut two pieces each from Figs. 3-7, 9, and 10, and the 
collar from Fig. 8, providing all parts with lining. Take up the darts in the fronts, but only sew up the seam as far as +, 
and join the fronts, side forms, and back as the corresponding figures indicate; turn down the edge of the second side form 
along the dotted line. Set a pocket into each front in the slit indicated, and bind all the edges, including the open dart 
seams, with silk braid. Similarly bind the collar and the flaps, Fig. 7; set the latter underneath the front and side forms 
from * to 18 along the line, and fasten them on the fronts from * to 15 and from 15 to 16; also fasten the back edge 
of the dart from * to 17 on the flap. Seton the collar from 11 to 20, and roll it along the dotted line. Join the upper 
and under parts of the sleeves, bind the slit-and stitch a binding along the line, fasten up the slit with buttons, and sew 
the sleeves into the armholes with 24 meeting 24 of the fronts.

The dress illustrated is of figured ¢rayish-blue wool, with vest, collar, and bows of red velvét. It consists.of.a pleated 
skirt and a polonaise with a flowing pleated front. The skirt is pleated in broad shallow box pleats with clusters of side 
pleats between. A pattern of the polonaise is 
given in Figs. 11-17; here adjoining is a dia- 
gram showing its general outlines. Join on 
the pieces turned down on Figs. 11, 12, and 
12° of the pattern, and set the two parts of 
the front, 12* and 12° together, from A to B 
to’ form one piece.

The body is lined with dark, and the sleeves with light, satteen. Set pockets into the slits indicated in the fronts, the 
lower in both and the upper in the left front only, and set on the flaps from 88 to 39 along the lower edge of the slit. 
Join the front and back as the figures indicate, bind the neck, and stitch the edges. Join the upper and under parts of

This costume has a skirt and blouse with flowing sleeves of cream white cashmere, with a bodice of black velvet, and a 
ted cloak. The cashmere skirt is edged with a fringe of white wool and gold threads. The fringe is headed by a chain 
border of inch-wide black velvet ribbon, and this border is surmounted by a row of cabalistie figures which are cut out in 
black velvet and applied on the cashmere. Patterns of the blouse and bodice are given in Figs. 49-51; join on the piece 
turned down on Figs. 49 and 50. Cut the blouse of cashmere and silk lining according to Fig. 49 ; eut-it front and back 
in one piece, each double of the pattern, placing the lines marked middle on the folded edges. Slope out the front of the 
neck as indicated. Cut through the middle of the back, and cut the slit indicated for the sleeves, Sew up. the edges from 
44 to 45 aid from 46 io 44; gather the upper and lower edges, and bind both with a band, which is fastened by a button 
and button-hole at the back, The sleeves are trimmed at the edge with a border in gold braid.
